CHICAGO (#) — The nation’s 
railroads, threatened Vv a strike 
on May 11 by three operating 
brotherhoods, sent representatives 
into a huddle today with federal 
mediators who are attempting to 
effect a-settlement of a _ long- 
standing wage dispute. 

The three unions met with the 
mediators yesterday. Chairman 
Frank Douglass of the Naticnal 
(railway) mediation board ex- 
pressed hope of reaching an agree- 
ment before the strike deadline, 
but statements from two brother- 
hood presidents were on the gloo- 
my side. a3 

Alvaney Johnston, president of 
the engineers, the third union 
which yesterday joined in the May 
11 strike call issued earlier by 
the firemen and enginemen and 
switchmen, said any offer fcr fur- 
ther arbitration would be rejected. 
A similar statement was issued 
by D. B. Robertson, head of the 
firemen and enginemen. 

Robertson: said .in Cleveland 
“we've gone through arbitration 
and we are through discussing the 
matter through boards. They (the 
railroads) will have to come 
through with more money or the 
strike will start as set on May 11.” 

Robertson added: “this board 
and the carriers can’t expect our 
people to settle for 1544 cents an 
hour increase in 1948 when they 
could have gotten that amount 
in the middle of 1947. We must 
have a 1948 wage pattern based 
on the 1948 cost-of-living.” 


Call Strike af 
Chrysler Plants 


DETROIT (#) — The CIO Un- 
ited Auto Workers today scheduled | 
a strike May 12 of 75,000 employ- | 





es of Chrysler Corp. 

The walkout, if called, would be 
the first large scale in the auto 
industry ‘since the costly | 
General Motors Corp. strike of 
1945--46. 

The UAW-CIO asks from Chry- | 
sler a 30 cent an hour wage boost. 

Affected would be 18 Chrysler 
plants, 14 in Michigan, three in 
Indiana and one in California. 

The union’s top policy commit- 
tee approved the strike deadline 
on recommendation of its nation- 
al Chrysler director, Norman 
Matthews. He said the company 
could meet union wage demands 
without raising car prices and 
still make a profit “any business 
man would envy.” 

The UAW-CIO will continue ne- 
gotiations with Chrysler until the 
strike date, he added.

Results of this survey will then be used to evolve an 
intelligent housing program which would eventually provide 
homes for all those who need them, particularly veterans 
who are most severely handicapped in their readjustment by 


the “housing crisis.” \ 


A questionnaire which appears 
below has been prepared by J. H 
Siegrist, Upland draftsman whose 
letter of recommendations for sol- 
ving the housing problem appears 
in “Tales of Two Cities” today.

THE LETTER 


Your editorial of April 23, re- 
garding the Senates passage of 
the Taft-Ellender-Wagner Hous- 
ing bill, deserves commendations. 

Your rather thorough analy- 
sis of the housing situation 
should be preserved for further 
study by all citizens of this and 
other communities. 

The writer and many others 
with whom he has business con- 
tacts, feel that you shguld con- 
tinue your editorials on housing, 
until the investor, the lending 
institutions and the entire com- 
munity, are aroused to the point 
where they will take such ac- 
tion that will make public hous- 
ing unnecessary.

Alert American 
Troops for May 
Day in Korea 


(Continued from Pege One) 


ed guard. All other vehicles must 
carry at least one armed person. 

The alert will be lifted for Am- 
erican occupation forces on the 
morning of May 2 if all is quiet. 

Heavily Armed 

The Seoul police chief had at his 
disposal, 15,000 regular and spe- 
cial police. Forty heavily armed, 
mobile riot squads stood by. Pub- 
lic buildings, utilities and Korean 
officials’ homes were given extra 
guards. 

The police alert will continue 
through May 15, that is five days 
after the South Korean election, 
which communists have sworn to 
disrupt. 

Eight dependents of four. Am- 
erican officers stationed on Cheju 
island, 50 miles off the south coast, 
were flown here. 

There were serious disorders on 
Cheju until a battalion of con- 
stabulary was sent there recently 
to augment police. About 50 Kor- 
eans—communisits, rightists and 
police—were killed in the disor- 
ders. 

Meantime, the Soviet sponsor- 
ed Unity Conference in Pycng- 
yang, Russian occupation head- 
quarters in North Korea, conclud- 
ed without saying whether it ac- 
complished its No. 1 purpose:

eration in both houses of congress. It will have backing 
from various national organizations, particularly from the 
United World Federalists. 

A number of senators and representatives, some of whom 
qre usually on opposite sides of the fence on other issues, 
seem to be united in this one purpose—that maintenance of 
Wotld-peace depends on a strong United Nations: with the 
powess of a world government. wackers or those who seem 
th ‘lean toward this principle include Sen. Homer Ferguson

government and plan to give the idea support are Emergency 
Gommittee of Atomic Scientists, Friends of Democracy, Uni- 
tarian Laymen’s League, uU.

Americans for Democratic Action, American Veterans com- 
mittee, National Educational association, Council for Democ- 
racy, and others. In addition 15 state legislatures have 
Hassed resolutions memorializing congress to take steps to- 
wards a “Declaration of the Federation of the World.” These 
states are North Carolina, New Jersey, Maryland, Connecti- 
ob Rhode Island, Alabama, Virginia, Louisiana, Tennessee, 
— New Hampshire, Florida, Georgia and Mis- 


e It_is difficult. of course, to know the complete back- 
round and origin of mqny of these organizations. However, 
finding an organization like the junior chamber in the group 
dbtld.mean that this movement towards world government 
oould reach some proportion. On the other hand, it could 
jist as easily fizzle out and die. We are in that kind of a 
tuation at the present time. 
Qne thing should be clear to all of us, however, and 
that is that world peace can never be attained until all na- 
tfJons are united into one world federation which has the 
“Meeth.’ necessary to enforce its decisions. True, at the 
Preseiit time Russia seems to be unwilling to cooperate with 
thé rest of Europe, using not only her veto on the security 
goungil but generally disagreeing with almost everything 
that is proposed by the United States and other democratic 
ations. However, no one nation should be permitted to un- 
rmine any worthwhile movement towards world peace. 
For us and the rest of the world to admit that Soviet Russia 
and her satellites are powerful enough to prevent a “Union 
qf Peace” is not a very pleasant picture. 
* The suggestion has been made: that the U. N. be 
gjrengthened and an international police force established. 
Bhen -if Russia still persists in hor own personal policy, let 
the ‘rest of the nations go on without her. For sooner or 
later, the claim is made, the Soviets will realize that the 
antire world is against them and will become more amen- 
qble..to world cooperation. 
¢ Whether this would happen or Russia instead would 
embark ona determined drive for world conquest we don’t 
pretend to know. * But one thing we're sure. Any intelligent 
Program to prevent war and preserve peace is worth all the 
time and effort that we can give it. Whether the resolutions 
now in congress for a world federation are the answer 
remains to be seen. They should, however, be given serious 
consideration by all of us for neither the United States or 
the entire civilized world could very well endure another 
world catastrophe, particularly since we haven't even begun 


to recover from the emoiional, social and economic disloca- 
tions of the last one.

A city’s loss of taxes on a pub- 
lic housing project would make 
an interesting study. 

It is my firm conviction that 
it would be difficult to find one 
legitimate reason for public 
housing except for Slum clear- 
ance. 

We would not minimize your 
statements regarding the ur- 
gent need for housing, particu- 
larly for the lower bracket in- 
come, in fact we would, re-em- 
phasize it, however, we must go 
further and seek a solution to 
this urgent and perplexing prob- 
lem, and we herewith offer some 
suggestions. 

1st—Ascertain by survey, how 
many and what size houses are 
needed in this area. 

2nd—Encourage instead of dis- 
courage private capital to, build 
rentals. 

8rd—Enlist the co-operation of 
the lending institutions, real- 
tors, building trades and dealers 
in rendering every service po3- 
sible to those who would build 
rentals.
